South Bristol, a West 
County township, state that the rat 
tlesnako plague is the latest problom 
the farmers have to deal with. 
Around through Stid Hill and Stony 
Lonesome and other wayback ham- 
lets In the town, those who dwell on 
the hillsides say they can not keep 
young chickens more than a day 
so, at the most, after they are hatched 
and in many cases iho snakes rob the 
nests of the egg« as s 
are through laying. 

Henry Smith, on. 
was thunderstruck the other evening 
on going to the hen yard to find a 
vigorous light goi.. B uu between a 
rattler aud a big heu whose brood 
had been attacked by tho audacious 
reptile. Smith soon dispatched the 
snak", which measured over two feet. 
Numerous suake hunts have been 
lonductod by the young men and boys 
m different Sundays of late, but al- 
hough they kill large quantities each 
ime, there are yet remaining a vast 
itf&tbor Of the poisonous snakes tha 
dwell In the secluded parts of th 
mountains in this, the only mountain 
ous part of the county It has been 
known that rattlers were uumerous 
in this section, but it ,is a matter of 
great surprise to even those cognizant 
of the fact that there should be such 
an unusual number there this spring. 

In years gone by the veteran "Doc- 
tor" Obaae, of Caitadaigua, who dealt 
largely In rattlosnak.i oil, shipping it 
to all parts of the country, has made 
regular visit* to this section in search 
of fat rattlers from which to secure 
his commodity, but for the last two 
years Chase has not been to the Bris- 
tol Hills, partly because he has had 
other business and partly because he 
has been able to find what he coll- 
iders a better variety of snakes ne ai 
Naples, In the Italy hills, which [are 
an extension of the Bluo Ridge range. 

The wife of Conrad Scheuler, a 
German farmer, went out to milk the 
other night and found her favorite 
cow standing iu tremulous terror in a 
fence corner; on investigating she 
found a young rattler about ten inchf 
long, with two wee buttons on hi 
tail, complacently clinging to th 
bovine's udder aud exacting then 
from lots of satisfaction and considei 
hie lacteal fluid. Mrs. Scheuler was 
made of sturdy stock, aud promptly 
attacked Mr. Snake, with results fatal 
to him.

I have found by 
grinding the seed into fine tneai. which 
can be done iu uu ordinary corn mill, 
that it is one of the best of feeds. I feed 
one-third le ss of it than of chopped com 
or fine commend The coniposit-iou of 
millet makes it a food similar iu some 
re.sp. cts to oats. Undoubtedly there is a 
great advuntage in grinding it Tho 
sei ds are so small that only a portion of 
rhem is thoroughly masticated and di- 
gested by the larger animals.

Probably not very many of out 
readers have hoard of kauri gum. 
It ia a kind of fossil rosin, tho prod- 
uct of tho giant kauri, a tree only 
to be found in tho extreme north of 
Now Zealand and which at the pn 
ont rate at which it is being dojtrt 
od will probably soon be extin 
Tho gum is found in tho ground 
lumps bom tho size of a pat to that 
of a man's head, or even larger. Its 
principal use is for making varnish, 
a great deal of it being shipped for 
this purpose to Europe and the Unit- 
ed States. Tho extraction of tho gum 
from its nativo soil gives occupation 
to many thousands in New Zealand 
who would other wiso bo reckoned 
among the unemployed. 

Tb start as a gum digger no groat 
capital is required, nor ia any expo- 
riouco neoessary. A spado, a tent, 
aomo few utensils and a fortnight's 
rations are all that is necessary, and 
these can often bo obtained on oredit 
from the local ahoplruepors. Some 
diggers use a spear for pioroing tho 
ground to ascertain the presence of 
gum. If tho spear, in ita course 
tbrongb the ground, encounters any 
obstacle, the experienced diggor can 
tell from the fael whothor the object 
|0 struck is gum and oan distinguish 
it from a stone, root or any other 
obstacle. Ecpiipped only with his 
do and a bag on his back to hold 
gum which ho may find, tho 
digger sots out in the early morning 
and returns at night With J quantity 
jf - gum Whleh may varv^ffcom Til to 
2QI pounds of moro.

Article I of the State Constitution 
says: "Its object shall bo to promote 
the efficiency of Sunday schools in 
Kentucky." A good object, surely, 
whether it bo the object of an indivi- 
dual, an association or an organiza- 
tion. If it Is possible for the Sunday 
schools of the State to be made more 
efficient, whoever or whatever seeks 
make them more efficient should have 
the hearty co-operation of every Sun- 
day school worker, provided he ll 
worthy of confidence. A careful con- 
sideration of the methods of tho Sun- 
day School Union will show whether 
or not it is capable of making Sun- 
day schools more efficiuut.
